Acausal Morality 


The ethical framework proposed by Anton Long et al are ethical insofar as upholding the 
conception of kKaAdc Kaya86c and kindred honour. Such a Longusian framework 
examines the causal structure of weltanschauungen as temporal expressions. In The 
Satanic Letters, Stephen Brown writes, 


of living. Each individual developes their own unique 
perspective and insight as a consequence of striving to 
achieve Adeptship - a perspective and insight which 
derives mainly from practical experience, both magickal 
and personal. Thus we uphold anarchism. 


Throughout the Satanic Letters, Mr. Brown’s dialogue with various individuals shows the 
axiom of individual judgement held by Mr. Brown. Dr. Aquino takes issue with this, 
seeing Satanism and the LHP as something immune to such deconstruction of a moral 
and rational nature. While the Longusian framework is correct and is the most potent 
form of magick, it exists in its proper place as a causal framework. There is, also, the 
acausal framework which is expressed through the sentiments of kaAdc kåyaðóç and 
Ta9e! uáðoç. That is, such doctrines as these are dis-coverable through reason and are 
the aeonic laws of the imperium. The Longusian tradition posits one to strive 
individualistically utilising the axiom of causal fluxions to affect such causal systems 
through praxises such as insight roles but always within the infallible acausal framework 
whether within such ethea as ‘sinister’ or ‘numinous’. 


An example of this application may be seen with the pretendu nexions who uphold 
antinomianism. Where they go astray and thus fail to comprehend the meaning of the 
Longusian concepts is in their quest of causal antinomianism, to enact psychological 
change of the causal, positive law of nation-states. When doing this, they disregard the 
inherent acausal morality apprehended via an acausal knowing. Such a knowing is 
facilitated for individuals who have properly performed the rite of internal adept, yet such 
a knowing is accessible to all humans by the axiom of physis - the nature of the human, 
being a nexion of the causal and acausal. 


The LHP concerns itself with causal morality, deconstructing positive law and positive 
morality and, correctly, identifying its fallible nature. The RHP concerns itself, in 
essence, with acausal morality, constructing a weltanschauung based on natural law 
and deriving morality therefrom. Such acausal morality and natural law is the inherent 
acausal knowing able to be presenced by all humans. The OYA, being neither LHP nor 
RHP, is a union of these apparent opposites. 


The recent Hebdomian Way and such a following appear to promote a false union, 
presenting their morality as numinous and acausal yet adhering to causal abstractions 
and systems. The recently published MS ‘In Praise Of The Uranian’ promotes 
homosexualism, seen elsewhere with a romanticisation of a sapphic ethos. Such 
sexuality misplaces the natural order, knowing to all humans via physis. The notion they 
follow is pure causal antinomianism - opposing the hoi polloi. The correct application of 
the Longusian tradition is the understanding of sexuality itself and asking ‘what is this 
for?’ rather than ‘what do the hoi polloi believe so | may oppose it?’. Such thinking as 
they follow simply continues to ensnare one within causal abstractions and prevent the 
apprehension of lapis philosophicus. 


Myatt himself has said in MSS concerning Roman Catholicism that he appreciates the 
ethos of Catholicism but has personal disagreements on homosexuality and the use of 
contraception. Such an ideation from him may influence this understanding as 
espoused by certain nexions. Myatt himself, as he admits, is fallible and as such is not a 
source of aeternal moral systems - a fact which he admits in his letters. 


The question of adhering to or opposing dogmas is misplaced. The aeternal morality of 
the tradition is found via the enantiodromia. | do not blame such nexions which promote 
a Causal system but wish only to remind them of the numinous and our physis, and to 
call them to an infallible understanding presenced via the original tradition sans causal 
abstractions, sans denotata, sans polemics, sans ideation. 
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
